Production Might Lie 


B y M A RQ U IS C H ILD S

Somebody 
has catalogued falsehood as lies, 
damned lies and statistics. 
In the 
last classification put those glow­ 
ingly optimistic comparisons 
of 
Russian production 
figures with 
Am erican production figures. 
Nothing could be more phony 
or m oie calculated to lull opinion 
in 
this country into easy com­ 
placency. 
And at this moment the 
one thing we really cannot afford 
is complacency. 
Take steel production, for ex­ 
ample. 
A recent estimate puts 
Russian 
production 
for 
1950 at 
roughly 25,000,000 tons. 
A m eri­ 
can production is put at 97,000,- 
000 tons in ingot production. This 
looks good for our side. 
Auto Output High 
B u t then look at figures on the 
production of motor vehicles. 
A 
figure currently used for the So­ 
viet Union is 400,000. 
W hether 
this 
includes trucks as well as 
passenger cars is not clear. 
The pre-Korean 
estimate 
for 
this country was 8,000,000 motor 
vehicles. 
Car production is still 
lim ning at this record-high level. 
Congress has not yet passed a hill 
authorizing the President to cut 
Hie number of' passenger ears be­ 
ing made. 
And when flu; bill is 
passed, it w ill take time to put the 
cutbacks into effect. 
That is the significant com pari­ 
son — 400,000 against 8,000.000. 
The number of tractors to be pro­ 
duced in Russia for the current 
year is put at 99,000. 
Of Am erica’s mighty 97,OOO,000- 
ton stei'l production, an estimated 
ll percent was going to m ilitary 
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uses before the Korean war. That 
is approxim ately the rate today, 
since the speeding up of the ai- 
maments program is still in the 
papcr-and-platining stage. 
The percentage of Russia’s 25,- 
000,000 tons that goes for m ili­ 
tary purposes is not known. But 
it would be a safe guess that this 
is not less than IO percent and is 
probably 
nearer 20 percent. 
It 
m ay be much higher than that. 
I saw an estimate recently that 
the 
Russian peasant 
in 
Czarist 
days never usecr more than 
pounds of iron in his entire life. 
This has unquestionably increased 
under the industrialization of the 
past 33 years. 
Bu t the contrast 
must be striking even today in 
view of our ownership of mo­ 
torcars, refrigerators and 
every 
other kind of gadget. 
Potentials Don’t K ill 
Obviously, then, our superiority 
in steel production is only a po­ 
tential insofar as m ilitary strength 
troops have discovered in Korea, 
is concerned. 
And, as Am erican 
you can’t kill an enemy w ith your 
potential. 
The immediate task is to trans­ 
late at least a part of this poten­ 
tial into actuality— into tanks and 
guns and planes. 
H ere 
again 
thoro is certainly no reason for 
complacency.
